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The Chatsworth Rallread Horror. 
CHATSWORTH, August 12. 

There was one incident of the rail- 
road. disaster yesterday which stood 
out far more horrible than all of the 
horrible scenes. In the coach was a 
man, bis wife and little child. His 
name could not be learned to-day, 
but it is said he got on at Peoria. 
When the accident occurred the 
entire family of three were caught 
and held down by the broken. wood- 
work. Finally, when relief came, 
the man, turning to the friendly aid, 
suid feebly: Take out my wife first; 
I’m afraid the child is dead.“ Sothey 
carried out the mother, and as a 
broken seat was taken off her crushed 
breast, the blood which wellod from 
her lips told how badly she was burt. 
They carried the child—a fair-haired 
girl of three—and laid her in the corn- 
field dead alongside of her dving 
mother. 

Then they went back for the father 
aud brought h:m out. Both his legs 
were broken, but he crawled through 
the corn to the side of his wife, and 
feeling he: loved features in the dark- 
ness, presse i dome brandy to her lips 
and asked. her how she felt. A fee- 
ble groan was the only answer, 
and the next instant she died. 
The man left the forms of his dead 
wife and child and cried out: My 
God, there is nothing more for me to 
live for;“ and taking a pistol out of 
his pocket, pulled the trigger. The 
bullet went surely through bis brain, 
and the three dead bodies of that little 
family are now lying side by side in 
Chatsworth waiting to be identified. 

Sensational features were developed 
this morning as to the. cause of the 
Chatsworth wreck. Rumors were 
afloat last night that it was due to rob- 
bers, who fired the bridge. Little cre- 
dence was given them. This morn- 
ing new facts, apparently showing the 
catastrophe to be the work of an or- 
ganized band, have come to light, and 
the company found them worthy of 
serious consideration. Superinten- 
dent Armstrong said to an Axsociated 
Press reporter that the more he inves- 
tigated them the more it appeared to 
him the bridge had been set fire. He 
had observed many thieves at work, 
and had stopped them while despoil- 
ing the wreck of property, aud many 
instances of robbing the dead were be- 
ing brought to his attention. The ex- 
cursion had been extensively adver- 
tised, and the time it would pass over 
the bridge was well-known. Several 
citizens say a gang of suspicious fel- 
lows has been hanging around Chats- 
worth for several days. Many of 
these were fouod early at the wreck, 
paying more attention to relieving 
the bodies of valuables than caring for 
them. Trainmen and passengers had 
frequent contentions with the vandals. 
In one instance Superintendent Arm- 
strong found a well-known thief in 
the depot room where the 8 
taken from ths wreck was stored. 
While the ple of the town have 
doue all in their power for the suffer- 
ers, there is a horde of tramps and 
thieves in the vicinity who do noth- 
ing but carry off anything they can 
lay their hande on. 

The horrors of the Chatsworth 
wreck seem deepening this morning, 
instead of lessening. Added to the 
pitiable spectacle ot the dead and the 
miseries of the dying a stench that is 


| sickening and foul was issuing from 


all the numerous places where corpses 
were. No picture of the horrible oc- 
currences immediately succeeding the 
accident could equal in revolting de- 
tails the seéne at the depot here to- 
day. The west end of the structure is 
a coal house and lumber room, where, 
romiscuously stretched on the floor 
n the coal and rubbish, are seven nu- 
identified bodies. Bloodstaiued and 
bedraggied sheets are thrown loosely 
over each, but they afford little pro- 
tection from the swarms of flies con- 
tinually hovering over them. An 
awful odor is coming from the bodies, 
keeping the room clear of all but th: 
hardiest of the still lingering curious 
or anxious crowd. Tw» of the victims 
were women, and the sight of their 
faces was one never to be forgotten. 

At 7 o’clock Master Mechanic War- 
ren, with a wrecking train and a large 
force of men, were at work, voafideut 
that the track would be clear by noon, 
aod certain that all bodies had been 
removed from the wreck. President 
Leonard, Superintendent Armstrong, 
and other officials were seen 
morning. They have given their de- 
voted attention to the relief of the in- 
jured and care of the dead. Both show 
signs of the terrible shock which the 
accident had been tothem. President

Editor Gazette:—All aboard! and 
the daylight train steamed out of 


the depot at Reno, bound for San 


Francisco. One friend from Min- 
nesota, who was fleeing from the 
wrath to come in the shape jof a 
cold Winter in Minneapolis, hea ved 
a sigh of regret as he waved good- 
bye to the pretty town.
